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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. The objections to claims 9 and 16 in the Office action mailed 30 August 2005 are 
withdrawn in view of the amendment filed 04 September 2005. 

2. Claims 3, 4, 6, 8, and 10 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claims 3 and 4 recite the term "criteria" in the second occurrence of the term in line 2 of 

claim 3, line 3 of claim 3, the second occurrence of the term in line 2 of claim 4 and line 3 of 
claim 4. The term should be replaced with the term "criterion." 

Claim 6 recites the term "datasets" in lines 2 and 3. The term should be replaced by the 
term "dataset." 

Claim 8 recites the term "databases" in line 3 and should be replaced with the term 
"database" 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 04 September 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The applicants state on page 8 of their response that they intend the claimed 
method to comprise a search step which uses multiple criteria, a search step that searches a 
plurality of datasets, comparison of the first subset to a plurality of databases, and a selection 
function that uses a plurality of parameters. However , claim 1 is limited to a search step which 
uses a single criterion, a search step that searches a single dataset, comparison of the first subset 
to a single database, and a selection function that uses a single parameter. Therefore dependent 
claims 3, 4, 6, 8, and 10 are grammatically inconsistent with independent claim 1. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The rejection of claims 1-24 in the Office action mailed 30 August 2005 under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn in view 
of the amendment filed 04 September 2005.
